2 . Candidates who have passed the Degree Examination in September 
1979 or earlier alone need apply . 

3 . Candidates with physical infirmity like loss of sight, loss o ! hearing 
etc. , will not be eligible for admission to the course . 

4 . Address : -- The address should specify in addition to the usual 
particulars, the Municipal/Panchayat/Census number of the house and the 
name of the District. 

5. Qualifications . - The minimum qualification for admission to the 
B.Ed. Course is a Degree of one of the Universities in Kerala or a Degree of 
any other University recognised by the Syndicate of any of the Universities 
in Kerala as equivalent thereto , with 45 % in Part III or IV ( ain and 
subsidiaries together ) for forward communities and 42 % for candidaics from 
Backward Classes, and 40 % for Scheduled Tribe and Scheduled Caste . 
Minimum marks will not be insisted upon in the case of M.A.M.Sc./B..A . 
(Hons.)/B.Sc . (Hons.) candidates. Candidates who entered service as teachers 
in a Government or Aided School in a date prior to 21-9-1964 and have 
approved teaching service up to March 1980 are exempte from minimum 
mark [according to G.O. ( P ) 55 /69 /Edn . dated 27-4-1969). 

6. Upper age limit . - There is no upper age limit . 

7. Choosing Optional Subject for the Course - Candidate will havetofler 
as optional subject methods of teaching appropriate to the subjcct they have 
studied as main subject for their Degree Course or Post -Graduate Course .
